Over-distancing and under-distancing and my stance tonight the former 
and that of the rest of the house is the latter. Folk music and 
the folk and where is the fulcrum and why does Kutin insist on 
playing works with difficult tempos and rhythms. Under-distancing 
and Manzo's vulgarity is highly esteemed by the majority of the 
house and his vulgarity is vocal and gestural and not linguistic. 
"Waltz" from Ivan Sussanin--A Life for the Tsar by M. Glinka and 
Kutin is hissing and shouting at the clarinet player who made a 
wrong entrance. Dnipro Dancers and this is a celebration of the 
particular and "This is the American premiére of the Trans-Car- 
pathian Couple Dance" says a voice over the house microphone and 
"Next is the traditional national dance of the Ukraine" says the 
same female voice. "Unfinished Symphony No. 8 in B Minor, lst 
Movement...+.+.+. F. Schubert" and the way that is worded makes 

it sound like Schubert wrote eight unfinished symphonies and Kutin's 
Balalaika Symphonic Orchestra and diatonic organization and metric 
organization and if either organization is changed the musical text 
is violated and this does not mean that the Symphony No. 8 in B 
Minor of Franz Schubert can not be performed by a balalaika 
symphonic orchestra because instrumentation and key and dynamics 
and expression marks and tempo indications are suggestions and 

not prescriptions but it does mean that if only the first movement 
of Symphony No. 8 in B Minor of Schubert is performed the symphonic 
work performed is not the Symphony No. 8 in B Minor of Schubert. 
"Violin Concerto in D Minor, Canzonetta and Finale, Allegro Vi- 
vacissimo, Stanley Hoffman, violin.... P. Tchaikovsky" Hoffman is 
playing well and why only an excerpt and with a cholera epidemic 
raging in St. Petersburg Tchaikovsky drank a glass of unboiled 
water and died on November 6, 1893 and in May 1897 Sebastian 
Melmoth took up residence in Paris and on December 6, 1933 Ulysses 
was exonerated of the charge of obscenity in "The Monumental 
Decision of the United States District Court rendered. .. by 
Honorable John M. Woolsey."
